While a report from 
Copenhagen says that all the .Socialist leaders have been 
summoned to Berlin to discuss political questions, advices 
received in Amsterdam are to,the effect that Chancellor, von 
Hertling, following the example o:E the minister of the in- 
terior, Walraff, refused to'see a strikers' delegation. 


In Berlin there has been a fatal clash between the strik- 


ers and the police and minor disturbances are reported to 
have occurred in other sections as well as in the suburbs 
of the capital. 
The Berlin press says the movement in Ber- 


lin has reached a climax and that it is losing its effective- 
ness. Reports received" at Amsterdam -from other indus- 
trial sections say that the strike is-not getting full support. 
More than 700,000 workers have been reported on strike in 
Berlin. 
There are reports-of new strikes in the Dortmund 


mining district and in Dantzeig and Munich, while1'it 'is 
said that the strikers in Nuremburg, Bavaria, have return- 
ed to their tasks.

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HE heads of Madison's manufacturing institutions are just 
now having their patriotism put to the acid test. Will they 


"do their bit" by complying with a very plain request of the U. 
S. government? 


The answer to that question is squarely up to the manage- 


ments of the larger employers of labor right now. Some of them 
have refused point blank to comply with the expressed wish ol 
the President of the United States, as indicated in the statement 
of Fuel Administrator Garfield, that they pay their men for the 
time lost as a result of the enforced shut down of one day a 
week. 
Others are still considering the question, and some ac- 


cording to their statements haven't even given the question any 
consideration. 


The highest kind of an obligation rests upon every employer 


of labor to at this time, where it is at all possible, pay the men, 
for the time lost. 
A reduction in the weekly income of 25 per 


cent cannot help but raise havoc with the family economy of a 
very great number of the working men of this and every other 
| city. The announcement by the U. S. Bureau of Labor that the 


month of December showed a still further increase in the cost 
of living, brings little comfort in the face of all the promises that 
the coat of living was going down. The inability of the workers 
to stand this decrease in income is manifest. 


On the other hand the employers cannot plead inability to 


meet the payroll. Reference to the first page of today's issue of 
The Capital Times ought to convince anyone that Madison manu- 
facturers are eminently able to care for their employes. 
They 


have been enjoying a golden harvest for the last few years. To do 
as their government requests them at this time would involve 
no real sacrifice on their part. 
The average NET income of the 


average workingman in the city of Madison has actually de- 
creased during the last few years. The increase in wages here, 
as in practically every part of the United States, has been much 
less than the increase in the cost of living. 


That our employers during that time should, in the case of 


the five leading ones, be permitted to actually show an increase 
in net income from $9,406 to $2,683,485, or 250,000 per cent 
passes human understanding. 
Glance over these figures again. 


They are figures which should bring everybody up with a sharp 
turn. They are figures which are to be found in thousands ofi 
American cities today. 
For the person, who has any concern 


about the continuance of the present order of society, these fig- 
ures are fraught with the greatest consequence. 


Unless the employers of labor in Madison and ejsewhere can 


forget their chase for dollars long enough to realize their respon- 
sibilities, not only to their own government but to the existing1 
order of society, which is of their making, disaster is awaitiny 
them just beyond the next turn in -the economic road. 
A de- 


fiance of the expressed wish of the government at this time not 
only stamps them as phoney patriots, but is sowing the seed, 
which will 'reap for them a harvest of trouble in the future. 


The failure at this time to force any real equality of sacri- 


fice upon employers as well as employe will entail untold misery 
and suffering, will weaken the economk arm of the nation by 
producing unrest, which flames forth and overwhelms those who 
now live on in apparent security and peace. 


The time for action has arrived. 
Will employers*' prove 


equal to the occasion? 
Will they stand by their country? Will 


they show any consideration for their employes? 
And finally, 


if all other appeals fail, will they show any consideration for 
their own welfare?

waste breath on hate talk. They leave that to journalists, phil- 
osophers, and preachers, and, we suspect, rather despise it. 
In- 


timale experience with poison gas, whiz-bangs, machine-gun 
bullets, wire entanglements, and mud naturally develops an im- 
patience with all save practical discussion of how to beat the Ger- 
man in the field. 


Incidentally we have been interested in comparing the effect 


on the average American of our acquaintance of such manifes- 
toes as this of our gentle philosopher with the effect produced, 
for instance, by a book like "Young France and New America," 
by Pierre De Lanux. The young Frenchman's conviction that 
our victory will bring forth a common understanding of all na- 
tions for international peace—his enthusiasm, his intelligence— 
strengthen the faith and renew the determination of even those 
who were skeptical and reluctant when we declared war last 
spring. 
But these tirades of hate serve only to repel and dis- 


gust.

HE heads of Madison's manufacturing institutions are just 
now having their patriotism put to the acid test. Will they 


"do their bit" by complying with a very plain request of the U. 
S. government? 


The answer to that question is squarely up to the manage- 


ments of the larger employers of labor right now. Some of them 
have refused point blank to comply with the expressed wish of 
the President of the United States, as indicated in the statement 
of Fuel Administrator Garfield, that they pay their men for the 
time lost as a result of the enforced shut down of one day a 


-week. Others are still considering the question, and some ac- 


cording to their statements haven't even given the question any 
consideration. 


The highest kind of an obligation rests upon every employer 


of labor to at this time, where'it is at all possible, pay the men, 
for the time lost. A reduction in the weekly income of 25 per 
cent cannot help but raise havoc with the family economy of a 
very great number of the working men of this and every other 
city. The announcement by the U. S. Bureau of Labor that the 
month of December showed a still further Increase in the cost 
of living,brings little comfort in the face of all the promises that 
the cost of living was going down. The inability of the workers 
to stand this decrease in income is manifest. 


On the other hand the employers cannot plead inability to 


meet the payroll. Reference to the first page of today's issue of 
The Capital Times ought to convince anyone that Madison manu- 
facturers are eminently able to care for their employes. They 
have been enjoying a golden harvest for the last few years. To do 
as their government requests-them at this time would involve 
no real sacrifice on their part. The average NET income of the 
average workingman in the city of Madison has actually de- 
creased during the last few years. The increase in wages here, 
as in practically every .part of the United States, has been much 
Jess than the increase in the cost of living. 


That our employers during that time should, in the case of 


^ the five leading ones, be permitted to actually show an increase 
;Vln net income from $9,406 to $2,6.83,485, or 250,000 per cent 


passes human understanding. 
Glance over these figures again.

Unless the employers of labor in Madison and elsewhere can 


forget their chase for dollars long enough to realize their respon- 
sibilities, not only to their own government but to the existing;

A de- 
fiance of the expressed wish of the government at this time not 


xonly stamps them as phoney patriots, but is sowing the seed,

In- 
timate experience with poison gas, whiz-bangs,. machine-gun 
bullets, wire entanglements, and mud naturally develops an im- 
patience with all save practical discussion of how to beat the Ger- 
man in the field.

for instance, by a book like "Young France and New America," 
by Pierre I)e Lanux. The young Frenchman's conviction that
